growing steadily has been the 
merchandise incentive program 
—under which salesmen com 
pete for prizes which they them 
selves choose from a special 
catalogue. 


Executives Agree 


Increasing numbers of market- 


Ing executives agree that this 
method of special promotion can 
stimulate sales at every level 


manufacturing, wholesale, re- 
tail. Salesmen apparently like 
this form of incentive because 
they can erhibit their 
prizes 


while the cash they might win 
may be quickly spent and for- 
gotten. A significant stimulant 
is the fact tthat the whole fam- 
ily can be drawn into a compe- 
tition via the prize catalogue 
and family participation can be 
a crucial factor in a promotion's 
success. Adding dignitey to a 
campaign is the fact that the 
catalogue shows prizes in terms 
of points needed to win and does 
not specify the price of

The latter could be 
trachoma, a type of infection 
not common in the United State 
although some of it is known to 
exist in certain eastern moun- 
tainous regions. (It is serious 
and needs attention if it exists ) 


However, in either case it is 


an infection and can be trans- 
mitted from 
one person 
to 


another. Hence it can appear in 
other members of the family 
without being hereditary. 


Such infections can be chronic 


and stubborn to treat. Another 
form is allergic conjunctivitis. 


an irritation of the lids due to 
allergy, causing excessive flow 
of secretions from the e y e s 
which, when it dries, gives a 
granular appearance. 


Inflammation of the lids in 


general is called blepharitis, un-

from the purge. Indeed, he is 
elieved now to be ailing. But 
the skids seem to be greased for 
a number of others who have 
not toed the new Mao line, re- 
cently published, that the Mos- 
cow-Peking split must be con- 
sidered something that "cannot 
be mediated."

agreed that bishops make up a 
kind of college or body with the 
Pope. 


Apostles' Successors 


They also agreed — by 2,166 


to 10 with one null vote — that 
the bishops are the successors 
of the Apostles and the Pope is 
the successor of St. Peter. 


Details and voting results on 


the other two measures are to 
be announced Tuesday, after 
ballot tabulation is complete. 


The first two measures ap- 


proved today are the foundation 
on which the collegiality idea is 
based. It was emphasized to the 
bishops before the voting that 
the concept does not mean any 
lessening of papal supremacy. 


Pope Paul VI himself stressed 


this when he opened the current 
third council session a week ago 
today. He gave the bishops a 
mandate to define how they 
participate with him in govern- 
ing the Church.

Cabie Snaps at 
Nevada Test Site 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) — 


Four men have been trapped for 
more than 36 hours at the bot- 
tom of an 1,800-foot nuclear test 
shaft at the Nevada test site. 
The trapped men are working to 
aid their rescuers, the Atomic 
Energy Commission reports. 


A heavy-gauge elevator cable 


snapped at the 1,100-foot level 
Saturday, whiplashing upward 
and killing James C. Gray, 45, 
of Indian Springs, Nev., who 
was standing at the mouth of 
the shaft. Three other men 
standing near Gray were slight- 
ly injured. 


When the cable snapped there 


were three wire men and a 
miner at the bottom of the shaft 
in a room excavated to one side. 
They are trying to move ,the 700 
feet of collapsed cable into the 
excavated room. 


Try to Realign Rails 


The men were identified as 


Leland Roeder, of Pioche, Nev.; 
George R. Cooper, of Tucson; 
Art Luhnow! of North Las Ve- 
gas, and Lloyd L. Shaw, of San- 
ta Barbara, Calif. 


The spokesman said the elev- 


ator was hauled up by its auxili- 
ary cable and repaired. Work- 
men have descended in the 
elevator to the 1,100-foot level 
and are attempting to realign 
the guide rails which were 
twisted by the elevator car after 
the cable parted. 


Food, Water Lowered 


Food and water have been 


lowered to the trapped men 
through 
a 
small ventilation 


shaft, the spokesman said. Com- 
munication by short-wave radio 
has been maintained since the 
accident. 


The room at the bottom of the 


shaft is to be used for an undis- 
closed type of nuclear test shot. 


The spokesman declined, for 


security reasons, to say how 
large the room is, but indicated 
it may not be large enough to 
hold the 700 feet of collapsed 
cable. 


Workers at the top will have 


to haul it all out if the room 
won't hold it, he said. 


Presumably 
this would be 


done after the guide rails are 
repaired and an elevator car is 
lowered the last 700 feet to the 
tangled cable at the bottom. 


The men have been informed 


that they have been drawing 
time-and-a-half pay since the 
accident occurred, about 6 p.m. 
Saturday.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) —' 


The cable car stopped suddenly 
and began a wild, fast back- 
ward roll down Russian Hill. 
Passengers 
screamed 
and 


shouted. Some jumped off and 
fell in a tangle of arms and legs. 


All I saw was the hill going 


fast, and I said 'This is it,' " 
Susie Baer recalled later. For 
Mrs. Baer, a 52-year-old widow, 
and 35 others it was a fright- 
ening experience Sunday when 
the car lost its grip on the cable 
and began rolling free down a 
steep block of Hyde Street be- 
tween Chestnut and Lombard. 


Emergency Brake 


After more than half a block 


the operator halted the car with 
a rarely used last-resort emer- 
gency brake — a metal bar that 
drops from the car into the 
cable slot. It jammed so tightly 
it had to be cut out with a weld- 
er's torch. 


"Someone said 'Jump.' " Mrs. 


jBaer recalled, and some people 
I.lumped off the front. They fell 
like cats. Some of them were 
bleeding. 


"I looked and saw the bodies 


falling out, and that beautiful 
view that I always loved. 


"Then the car stopped and I 


fell from one end to the other. I 
must have passed out because 
the next thing I knew my* lady 
friend was over me asking how 
I was." 


Mrs. Baer and her friend, 


Sophie Miller, 57, also a widow, 
were among the 20 passengers 
who refused or were unable to 
leap from the runaway car. 


The two women and seven 


others were treated for injuries 
at harbor emergency hospital. 
Mrs. Miller suffered a broken 
shoulder. 


Sixteen persons, most of them 


children, vaulted from the front 
and rear open platforms to the 
pavement.

Getting Voters to Register 


Much emphasis is being placed in this 


year's election campaign on getting more 
eligible residents of Wisconsin to register 
as voters. John Wyngaard has recounted 
in recent columns that both political par- 
ties are working intensively to do so, each 
concentrating on those precincts where it 
will do the party the most good. The 
League of Women Voters also is conduct- 
ing a non-partisan effort throughout the 
state. 


There are many historical examples of 


where one vote swung an election. The 
late President Kennedy's national plurality 
in the 1960 election was less than one vote 
per precinct. 


Ideally every qualified citizen of a 


democracy like the United States would 
vote in every election. Not only is this 
far from true; there are hordes of qualified 
electors who are not even registered. 


There is some question among political 


scientists, however, how far government 
should go in dragging these indifferent 
and presumably uninformed citizens to the 
polls. Maybe it is better for the nation in 
the long run that the truly interested citi- 
zens, even though theyx-may represent a 
minority, choose our leaders at the polls. 


For each individual the question then 


is this: Do you wish to have a voice in the 
management of government in this coun- 
try, or are you content to let others make 
those decisions? 


UN Again in Need of Money 


The United Nations troops keeping a 


shaky sort of peace on Cyprus were sup- 
posed to be withdrawn oh Sept. 26. But Sec. 
Gen. U Thant has requested they stay an- 
other three months since certainly the con- 
flict is not solved. And he'needs some $7 
million to keep them there as well as $2 
million yet unpaid for their first tour of 
duty. 


The financial program of the United 


Nations makes the most inefficient hand- 
to-mouth family situation look like eco- 
nomic health and stability. For while U 
Thant understandably wants to keep the 
force on Cyprus to try to prevent open 
warfare between Greece and Turkey, he 
still hasn't found a way to pay the $100 
million still owed for the Congo operation 
and the $170 million in bonds issued to 
meet the financial crises of the Congo and 
Middle Eastern troubles. 


The major reason for the deficits is the 


refusal of both the 
Soviet 
Union 
and 


France, as well as several smaller debtors, 
to pay up the assessments owed for the 
special tasks. Since the special assessments 
were ruled mandatory, nations which are 
more than two years behind in debt—and 
both France and Russia are — could lose 
their voting rights in the General Assem- 
bly in November. But there now seems to 
be a belief that the United States stand to 
insist upon payment or the loss of vote will 
be modified after the November elections, 
at least if President Johnson wins. 


But obviously such a move will only 


serve to put off a U.N. reckoning on how 
its programs are to survive financially. U 
Thant attempted in the past to get the 
countries most involved to pay the major 
portion of the costs. This worked for the 


temporary teams sent to West New Guinea 
as both the Netherlands 
and 
Indonesia 


agreed to the relatively minor 
costs. It 


worked for a time for the observation team 
in Yemen until Saudi Arabia saw through 
the United Arab Republic sharing as a 
means to keep things relatively quiet until 
Egypt could get more troops in the field. 
Neither Greece nor Turkey could afford 
the troops on Cyprus. 


It is true that the prevention of open 


. warfare can lead to a less emotional state of 


affairs under which negotiations can be at- 
tempted and perhaps successfully achieved. 
But the presence of U.N. troops to halt 
fighting often can give one or the other 
side an opportunity to take advantage of 
the -peace for other purposes. To some ex- 
tent this happened in Yemen and may 
have happened in the Congo. And now 
Archbishop Makanos is traveling around 
drumming up help from such international 
bandits as Nasser and Khrushchev. If the 
threat of Turkish invasion had not been 
temporarily halted by the U.N. troops and 
United States pleas, perhaps Makarios now 
would be more amenable to a compromise 
settlement. 


There seems to be some idea that if the 


Soviet Union is allowed off the hook this 
time to save its face, that from now on it 
will pay its assessments without a whim- 
per. It could be true. And United States 
assumption of a somewhat heavier finan- 
cial load, when the result may be to pre- 
vent a disastrous war, is a reasonable ex- 
penditure. 


But it is increasingly doubtful that the 


presence of U.N. forces necessarily and in 
all cases contributes to an end to dispute 
and a greater chance for peace. 


Ice Age Park Bill Revived 


Partisan politics should have no place 


In determining the fate of the proposed 
Ice Age National Scenic Reserve in Wis- 
consin. 


The bill, which would provide federal 


grants in aid to Wisconsin in the purchase 
of land, got a new lease on life from the 
House Rules Committee last week and is 
scheduled for a final vote in the Congress 
Tuesday. 


The Ice Age Park would be good for 


all the people of Wisconsin in that it would 
preserve moraines and other remnants of 
the ice age in various areas of the state, 
including the Fox Valley. 


Rep. William K. Van Pelt) the veteran 


congressman from Fond du Lac, continues 
to oppose the park bill on the grounds it 
would take property off the tax rolls in his 
district. It would be interesting to know 
the assessed valuation of this so-called 
valuable tax land. 


Only a majority vote will be needed for 


passage of the park bill . . . so residents 
of^Visconsin can be hopeful that members 
of the House will put party politics aside 
and approve the measure. 


It might well be that Van Pelt's objec- 


tion to the park may do him more harm 
than good.

Wise 
credit card owners keep a list of such 
numbers in a personal file.

Earlier this year the Surety Association 
of America, rate-making bureau for the 


insurance industry, established rates for 
policies insuring persons against the loss 
of a credit card. And now more and more 
insurance companies are making such poli- 
cies available.

Some of the dispatches cov- 


ering the budget review of 
the college regents are un- 
necessarily d e c e ptive, al- 
though the budget procedure 
probably invites some misrep- 
resentation of the fiscal impli- 
cations. 


That the gross expenditure 


proposals of the state univer- 
sities aggregate 
about $109 


millions for the next 
two 


years is not relevant in a fis- 
cal context, since much of the 
total represents institution re- 
ceipts, notably student fees. 
But the tax requirements of 
this budget are sobering. 


THE SAD STORY 


The budget document show- 


ed that the state universities 
are prepared to ask for about 
S70 million in tax funds from 
the next Legislature, which is 
just about double the tax ex- 
penditure rate of those schools 
in their present budget. 


The state universities appro- 


priation demands almost sure- 
ly forecast a similarly grim 
story from the University of 
Wisconsin, which is experi- 
encing the same enormous 
pressure for admissions from 
hundreds of young people who 
were not expected in even the 
most realistic of the earlier 
calculations by the registrars. 


In fact, it would not be sur- 


prising if the university's in- 
creased fund appeals are dis- 
proportionately higher, since 
the school has graduate pro- 
grams and research and serv- 
ice enterprises that are out- 
side the student per capita 
calculations applied to 
the 


state universities. 


The other day a ranking of- 


ficial of the state higher edu- 
cation system invited a^ re- 
porter to lunch for a talk 
about the problem of political 
communications presented to 
the institution administrations 
by the powerful flood of stu- 
dent applications. 


"How can we tell this story 


to the public?" he asked, in 
evident dismay about the even- 
more serious implications of 
the enrollment projections for 
the rest of the decade. 


PROGRESS? 


There is no doubt that it 


will be difficult. The same 
body politic which evidently 
supports, if it does not ex- 
pressly demand, a constantly 
expanding level of governmen- 
tal services including more 
and more educational oppor- 
tunity, shrinks from the inev- 
itable tax repercussions. 


Or the rare individual who 


reflects about such causes and 
effects assumes — often with 
the encouragement of ostensi- 
ble political leaders — that 
the tax dollars will somehow 
be 
extracted from 
others, 


rather than himself and his 
family. 


Yet there may be some 


oblique encouragement in the 
tenor of the present political 
campaign for the control of 
the state government. Princi- 
pal candidates are not talking 
especially about the tax out- 
look — for perfectly evident 
reasons. But it also appears

Exactly the opposite 
is true in skiing; however in 
Europe, 
almost 
everybody 


skis, while over here skiing is 
still considered a luxury di- 
version for the well-to-do. 


European boys learn to kick 


a ball at an early age, but are 
clumsy 
and 
unschooled in 


throwing, which is why base- 
ball has little appeal on the 
Continent. I remember how, 
one summer, we astonished 
the Italian boys by throwing 
stones across the Po River; 
when they tried it, the stones 
invariably landed in the wa- 
ter. 


Billiards in America has vir- 


tually died out as a middle- 
class recreation. It is associ- 
ated now mainly with 
the 


cheap pool hall or the rich 
man's billiard room. In Eu- 
rope, though, millions of mid- 
dle-class men play pool. Bowl- 
ing has become our equivalent 
of it — ever since bowling 
"alleys" became respectable 
and r e'n a m e d themselves 
"lanes." 


Chess, at one time, was a 


popular game in India and 
Persia. Today, outside of Rus- 
sia, it is considered an intel- 
lectual hurdle, and a game for 
old and sedentary men. Yet 
millions of Russian boys play 
it with the ardor our children 
reserve for marbles and mum- 
bly-peg. 


Polo, which was a mass- 


sport in the East, was im- 
ported to England in the 19th 
century, 
and promptly be- 


came a class diversion and a 
status symbol here. Bicycling 
except in Italy and France, 
has practically no public sup- 
port among adults, especially 
in our auto-oriented society.

Writer Says Final 
Split Certain, May 
Come by Mid-1965 


BY JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 


WASHINGTON (AP) - While 


the private thoughts of the 
Kremlin bosses are hard to 
come by, it is commonly accept- 
ed as a fact in official Washing- 
ton that Nikita Khrushchev is 
completely fed up personally 
and politically with the Chinese 
Communists. 


This insight into the mind of 


the decision-maker on the Soviet 
side reenforces 
the 
growing 


belief that the Soviet Union and 
Red China are now headed to- 
ward a final split in the fairly 
near future — probably mid- 
1965 at the latest. 


Khrushchev took a personal 


snub from 29 Chinese Commu- 
nist delegates at a World Youth 
Forum meeting in Moscow as 
recently as last Wednesday. It 
was not his first experience. 
Back in 1959, he suffered the 
cold shoulder treatment from 
the whole ruling group around 
Mao Tze-tung when the Soviet 
leader visited Peking after his 
meeting with President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower and his tour of 
the United States. 


Personal Rebuffs 


Such personal rebuffs, howev- 


er 
much they may irritate 


Khrushchev, serve mainly to 
dramatize the kind of struggle 
which has developed between 
the two Communist giants over 
the last five years. For what 
has happened to Khrushchev 
personally in a few instances 
has happened many times in 
recent years to Soviet repre- 
sentatives 
at 
international 


meetings also attended by the 
Chinese Communists — meet- 
ings of women, students, doc- 
tors, African experts. The na- 
ture of the session seems almost 
irrelevent. 


Behind the contempt deliber- 


ately shown for Kremlin leader- 
ship of the world Communist 
movement is Red China's ambi- 
tion to seize control from Mos- 
cow. Khrushchev decided some- 
time ago, according to diplo- 
matic information here, that he 
could deal with Red Chinese 
rivalry more efefctively if the 
Peking regime were outside the 
camp. 


Conflict Opens 


The conflict began to come 


into the open in 1959 which was 
a critical year in Communist 
development. It was not only 
the year Khrushchev visited 
Eisenhower but also the year 
the Chinese began to make 
clear their resistance to Khru- 
shchev and his policy of peace- 
ful coexistence by espousing a 
militant anti-American doctrine 
In that year too. according to 
later 
Chinese 
claims, 
Khru- 


shchev refused to assist Chin 
to become a nuclear power. 


The 
differences 
have now 


become so great and the rivalry 
so entrenched that several de- 
velopments 
seem 
reasonably 


speculative. 


A meeting of Communist par 


ty representatives from about a 
score of countries is to be held 
in Moscow in December to pre 
pare for a Communist work 
congress in 1965. The Russians 
invited 25 other parties to the 
December conference but the 
Red Chinese and several other 
have refused to attend. These 
events suggest the possibility o 
a full break between the Sovie 
and Chinese Communist parties 
anytime from the start of the 
December meeting till the enc 
of the projected 1965 conference 


Split Seems Certain 


A break on the ideologica 


front, designed by Khrushche\ 
to excommunicate the, Chinese 
Reds as heretics, seems certain 
to raise tensions between the 
Russian and Chinese nation; 
closer to the flash point. Borde 
incidents along their long Asian 
Frontier and around pro-Sovie 
Outer Mongolia may increase. 


As troubles with China grow i 


seems a safe bet that Khru 
shchev will try to improve rela 
tions with the West in order t 
secure his Western front whil 
he is menaced from the East.

NEW YORK (AP) - The late 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur has 
revealed 
that he almost re- 


signed his Far Eastern com- 
mands during the Korean War, 
six months before former Presi- 
dent Harry S. Truman fired 
him. 


He wrote out his resignation, 


he said, after hearing a bitter 
question from a dying American 
bomber pilot. 


The statements are contained 


in "Reminiscences," a book 
completed by MacArthur last 
March. 


He died April 5. 


Years as Soldiers 


His book is devoted largely to 


his 52 years as a 'soldier. He 
entered the U.S. Military Aca- 
demy. June 13, 1899. On April 
11, 1951, his career ended when 
Truman stripped him of his 
commands. 


MacArthur 
wrote in detail 


about the celebrated controver- 
sy with Washington that led to 
his dismissal. He said "artificial 


He was accused of "insubordi- 
nation." 


Specifically, MacArthur listed 


these restrictions: 


"I was forbidden 'hot' pursuit 


of enemy planes that attacked 
our own. Manchuria and Siberia 
were sanctuaries for all enemy 
forces. 


Order Broadened
